Twe very able reports were read this mornipe, the
one trom the Permavent Commitiee on Foreign Mis-
sione, the other from the Puldication Committee,  The
former was read by the Rev, Mr. McLrop of Phile-
delplion, and was nn exceedingly well-arranged dis-
cugsion of three points, viz:

First : The past history of foreign missiona, 0 far
as our churel is related 10 the enterprise.  This brings
it throngh the period of miseellaneons efiort, when
sueh men as Azarial Horton, David and Jolin Braived
were sent to the Indinos, &e.

Second : The General Assembly's action in the sane
field, sending =uch men as the Rev, Gideon Blackburn
to the Indianes,

Third : The united action of Congregationalists,
Presbyterians, Reformed Duteh, &e., ju the American
Boand, This was traced mivutely sud geoerotsly.

These three items coustitute the fimst point of 1he
yeport, viz., the Histonieal,

The secomd point deseribed the results of these et
forts in & happy strain, The thind ghowed the part
onr depominstion has taken in this work: what pro-

wortion of the executive and otheroffices belong to us;
oW anany uissionaries we have inthe fi 1, where
thev are stationed, their names, &e. .

The report further stated that our churchies contrib-
ute about one third of the money to the Awmencan
Board, and by analysis showed that, in proportion t
our #uf e icants, the number of mission
aries, aud the amonnt raised, are pot mich less than in
New.Evglspd, and that they are greatly iv advasee of
some other denominations, ol excepting the Old-
Schoul Church.

The report showed three things, viz:
Church is doiog more in the way of raising morey fur
fureign missiovs than is geverally enpposed, 2. That
the proportion of nissionnries to our membership is

better than'has been thought by masy; and, 3. That
we are, notwithstanding, doing far less than we ought.
In conclusion, several suggestions were made <howing
bow we can be more efficient in this work.

The report manifests s very catholic epirit indeed,
and probably has a look towand independent action &
some future day, It is referred to a Committee ol
which the Rev. Dr, Poor of Newark is the chairman.

The report on Publieation, by the Rev, Jons w.
Drrien of Philndelphia, was a thorongh eoelysis of
the work done, the work to be dore, the vocourage-
ments and discouragements which attend it. e
showed that great progress has been made already, 8 od
that the signs are very hopeful indeed.  The report is
tou Jong to copy, and this geveral statement of it must
suffice.

1 huve had oceasion to notice & better tove in this
Assembly than in any previous one (o this particular:
thiat these reports secin to indicats the determivatioo
of the body to do its own denomivational work (in the
best sense of that termn), and to do this s« the best way
of doing good.

The wust esciting topic to be discussed at this meet-
ing is the relations of this Church to the Home Mis-
sionnry Society, It seems that, for several years, there
hins been not a little fuvling in some parts of the Charch
in reference to this Socicty, as if it were exoreising sn
undue coutrol over affairs not belonginz to i, This
hias been true especially in the porth-west, and tiis
matter will come up in this way. The Presbyters of
Alton has been receivig funds from the Home Mis-
sionary Society, but it has refused to pay the money
raised ip it own churches into the Tressury of that
Society, claiming the rigt to disburse it according 1o
its own wishies, For this reason, as is said, that Society
refuse to aid the feeble churches in that Presbytery.
The sane is said to be true of other Preshvierics, but
to what eatent I have not vet learved. 1 do ot doabt
but the discussion will bring vut not s little feeling, and
